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Job Descriptions 


Psychologists are frequently called submit job 
descriptions their supervisors, civil service, state 
agencies, personnel departments, etc. This especially 
true when new psychological positions are being estab- 
lished, salary scales are being revised, changes 
programs are being considered. Frequently this has 
done hurry; and, after has been approved. 
the psychologist finds that has omitted certain es- 
sential elements the job. Usually when such 
demand made, the psychologist scurries around try- 
ing find examples job descriptions from other 
institutions, states, job situations (settings) serve 
stimulus his own compilation. 

Many job descriptions are too narrow their scope 
and not allow for future changes programs 
work assignments. good job description should 
broad enough allow for the occasional duties well 
for those which are routine and should also 
broad enough allow for flexibility the program. 
This necessary order avoid having write 
new job descriptions every time there change 
the program. 

Job descriptions, unlike job analyses, should also 
written apply many varied job locations 
situations, since essentially psychologist performs 
just about the same duties whether works 
child guidance clinic, public school, penal institu- 
tion, state hospital, general hospital, special 
school institution such for the mentally deficient. 

The following job description offered 
tration the above principles:

Rats, Man... 


“Rats, Man, and the Welfare (Amer. Psy- 
chologist, 1959, 14, 18-28) Richter did not indicate 
how hereditary and environmental factors were con- 
trolled. 

comparing the hereditary survival characteristics 
wild versus domesticated rats, would essential 
that the environmental influences the survival char- 
acteristics the wild rats should ruled out. the 
wild rat group was taken directly the wild state 
the characteristics these rats would determined 
the point capture, not only heredity but envi- 
ronment well. These rats would represent group 
which had already been naturally selected, not only 
during past generations but during the present one. 
Those not containing the characteristics for survival 
the wild state would have already been eliminated. 
The surviving wild rats would have siblings who had 
already been eliminated the process survival 
Were domesticated rats set loose, those surviving 
the wild environment and later selected for study might 
display the same survival characteristics the wild 
ones. Thus, obviously, comparing wild rats with 
domesticated rats, thus selected, one may not 
measuring hereditary differences resulting from genera- 
tions domestication versus generations wildness, 
but merely measuring the differences those rats 
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surviving wild state versus those surviving 
domestic state. 

Thus, one would not know whether the selective 
factors were accumulative from generation genera- 
tion merely the result the selection processes 
occurring one generation. 

Another factor considered that the wild state 
may offer diet and other environmental influences, 
which the life single individual would produce 
organic changes, accounting for some the differences 
between wild and domestic rats. 

would seem that the most effective way deter- 
mine the hereditary differences between wild and do- 
mestic rats would create wild group, composed 
solely the offspring wild rats. The offspring 
wild rats would raised the same environment 
the offspring domesticated rats. While the offspring 
wild rats reared domesticated environment 
would longer wild rats, the survival character- 
istics present these rats contrasted with those the 
offspring the domesticated rats would more nearly 
represent the hereditary differences wild and domes- 
ticated rats.

become physically and physiologically inferior; many 
ways the inferiority produced domestication the 
rat similar the noted civilized man. 

first error logic lies his assumption 
that, because the members protected environment 
expend less physical energy satisfying their basic 
needs, they thus expend less energy any kind. Wel- 
fare state man, unlike the domesticated rat, seems 
capable creating symbolic world 


which expends great deal psychic energy bring- 
ing its own toll debilitating disease. While true 
that spend only fraction the day getting 
food, clothes, and shelter, are not, like the labora- 
tory animal, remaining all day our comfortable beds 
exercising our overdeveloped gonads. Richter surely 
must have noticed the various decisions which welfare 
state man woman must face: whether prepare 
peanut butter ham and swiss sandwich for poor 
arthritic husband the choice clothes when facing 
closet full them. wonder also the anxiety 
provoked furnace, air conditioning system, 
Cadillac automobile which develops ominous knocks 
represents lesser expenditure energy than chasing 
after frisky frog. 

The article further wanders into logical error 
assuming that, because everyone insured against 
accidents, calamity, illness, and unemployment, one 
has any concern about these possible adversities life. 
Only the superstitious would believe that insurance 
prevents accidents. anything, civilized man has 
overdeveloped future perspective 
primitive man, who seems expend little energy 
expressing any concern about his tomorrow posterity. 
aborigine could express the kind concern that 
Richter manifests his posing the questions “Where 
are and “What our destiny?” 

provision education for everyone cited 
example the overprotection man welfare 
state. Anyone with only casual acquaintance with 
the formal educational program any 
ciety cannot assume that this provision reduces the 
expenditure energy examinations, being 
corrected and graded and evaluated, and searching for 
truth least the answers match examination 
key may represent greater expenditure energy than 
searching for bird nests, roots, grubs. Who knows 
but that the strain becoming toilet trained, other 
wise socialized, and handling feelings guilt 
society with highly developed and subtle moral code 
may much greater than waiting for the return 
boomerang that missed its mark? 

While may true that seemingly similar physical 
and physiological deteriorations occur the domesti- 
cated Norway rat and the welfare state man, can- 
not assume that the causes are the same. fact, 
may well that reduced demands the adaptive 
capacity the rat becoming domesticated and the 
consequent genetic changes may responsible for the 
findings the rat populations; whereas the findings 
the human populations may due the greater 
increase the demands human adaptive capacity 
than the improvement the genetic structure which 
such demands are capable producing selective 
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recommendations may make sense the 
light his conclusion that welfare state man head- 
ing the same direction the domesticated Norway 
rat. explanation has some validity, then dif- 
ferent set recommendations might 
e.g., medical research increase man’s biological ca-

experiment yields results” results 
which fail confirm the tested hypothesis), the find- 
ings are usually relegated the filing 
cabinet and are likely remain there. This approach 
can hardly thought extending scientific com- 
munication. 

suggested that the value negative results has 
been underestimated. Negative findings can add our 
knowledge indicating unfruitful aspects given 
problem, thereby eliminating wasted research time and 
energy. building the empirical foundation 
science, important know not only what 
exist, but what does exist well. 

way coping with this problem would have 
place publish these findings. This could done 
establishing Journal Negative Results. Con- 
sidering the costs and limited space present-day pub- 
lications, such journal could follow the format the 
Psychological Abstracts; investigators could obtain de- 
tailed descriptions the studies from the authors 
Investigators would then able make more ade- 
quate surveys the work done their areas. One

geographical proximity and working relation- 
ship the University Utah and the Salt Lake 
City Hospital have facilitated integration 
academic and practicum phases the cooperative 
training program psychology. Consultants from the 
university have just-across-the-street contact with the 
students practicum work, and staff psychologists 
are used the university planning curricula and 
teaching. The training plan described here represents 
attempt use the close working relationship uni- 
versity and hospital planning and carrying out 
meaningful training experience for first year graduate 
students. 

Appointments trainees the cooperative train- 
ing program the University Utah have heretofore 
been made after the beginning the second graduate 
year. Trainees generally follow four-year part-time 
practicum schedule the VA. This timing de- 
fended the assumption that: best allow 
students uninterrupted year for core courses, and 
more mature choice specialized program will 
made after year graduate work. Second year 
graduate students are better prepared for practicum 
because they have had course psychological meas- 
urement and are concurrently assigned clerkship 
the university clinics. Even though regular clinical psy- 
chology practicum experience may best delayed until 


the second graduate year, there may merit ap- 
propriate experience for first year graduate students 
the VA. 

the summer 1958 the Regional Training 
Committee, comprised University Utah consult- 


ants and personnel, discussed and approved plan 
try two beginning graduate students first year 
trainees. The two students chosen had received the 
degree psychology and were registered gradu- 
ate psychology courses the summer quarter. They 
began 20-hour per week schedule the hospital 
the time their registration and are continuing 
along with their course schedule the university.

“Work the field pathological clinical psy- 
chology is an essential part of Soviet psychology "ae 
writes Luria (in Simon, 1957), Director the Psy-

criterion repeatability has been blandly denied, al- 
though has been fundamental requirement proof 
all experimental science. 

Rhine claims have proved the existence 
ESP spite admitted failure specify conditions 
for repeatable experiment. has argued that subtle 
uncontrollable variables make the latter impossible, but 
that the “positive” experiments have hit upon the cor- 
rect combination variables and constitute proof 
the phenomenon—that unless can pick some fault 
the published reports these must 
accept them proof. This tantamount denying 
the necessity the criterion repeatability estab- 
lishing scientific proof. Boring stated (in 
correspondence long ago), unwise sponsor 
evaluative judgment whether this that research 
valid purely the basis published reports alone. 
This points the necessity for repeatability, which has 
been emphasized Fisher (1938): “Very long

menters obtained positive results; for spurious extreme 
results one improperly controlled experiment could 
give significance the total data, even all other ex- 
perimenters obtained negative results 

the majority the experimenters who have 
previously obtained positive results now obtained posi 
tive results while the majority those who have previ- 
ously obtained negative results now obtained negative 
this would indicate that the results are func- 
tion the experimenters; and the final answer could 
then given only the third category experi- 
menters, those who have previously done ESP ex- 
perimentation, since would not know which the 
other categories was 

the majority results this third category 
were consistent with the majority either the other 
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categories, would far toward giving the final an- 
swer; for would offer very strong indication that 
the was the opposite type experimenters 

The committee, augmented neutral experimen- 
tal scientists (none whom has taken part the ex- 
periments), should render final report evaluating the 
total findings. 

The problems represented ESP are too complex 
easily solved any pat fashion, and the results 
these repetitions might leave questions an- 


swered further study. But they would long 
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way toward clarifying the issues and pointing the 
next necessary steps.

This delirium associations haunts 
finish poring over 134 newsletters issued the 
last two years state associations. Our pur- 
pose: learn what kind history the associations 
are making and see how gets chronicled. 

While even their editors would hardly put them 
the Dead Sea Scrolls class, the newsletters pro- 
vide convenient reading the associations’ pre- 
vailing winds and their climate opinion. 
have read correctly, here the 
least the present picture. 


Everything But Kitchen Sinks. come 
with 149 types items which get recorded state 
association newsletters. Allowing for 
tentional overlap, let say, conservatively, that 
many 100 kinds reportable material seem 
make state association news. 

The genres range from straight information giv- 
ing well-intentioned haranguing, the content from 
pedestrian association business grand, mayhap 
visionary plans, and the intent from warlike noises 
prayers for peace. The eye falls here 
extensive discription national research 
program which happens housed the state, 
pen pal another land, and elsewhere the 
latest imbroglio which psychology and psychiatry 
find themselves. The whole reminds not much 
Record, where anything may turn and usually 
does. But let try muster each cluster 
appears our raw data. 


Servant the People. Invariably the newslet- 
ters provide platforms from which the major officers 
the association may speak the membership. 
This feature, usually called gets 
termed few cases (and make 
comment). But the range approaches no- 
table. Mostly, the hard working officer finds here 
chance deliver himself some good homily, 
and sermons the hellfire-and-brimstone school 
are not lacking. The range from R.- 
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type “Fireside giving account one’s 
(or the stewardship, evangelis- 
tic Billy Sunday call action. The themes are 
equally varied: they may earthy implor- 
ing that dues paid, extraterrestrial suggest- 
ing that missilery fallout have implications for 
role the coming decade. 

Evidently psychologists office feel that mem- 
bers are entitled know where they (the officers) 
stand and not flinch from telling them. one 
case, newly elected president subjects himself 
interview regarding his plans for the coming 
year; another, outgoing and 
dents present some double-barreled views. Com- 
mittees are less willing shout from the bridge 
the course they feel the association should steer. 


Vox Not that the rank-and-file member 
does not get his chance too. All the newsletters 
invite, often urge, expression opinion the 
membership. Some run regular the 
column. One, fact, almost dares its 
readers speak up, actually furnishing 
page for just the purpose (with indication 
the publication deadline, lest anyone puzzled 
being muzzled). much the same vein, another 
reminds its readers that meetings the Executive 
Council are open sessions which any state asso- 
ciation member welcome. 


Centers Gravity. newsletter space occupied 
any index, the associations are currently polarized 
around two areas: the program meeting and legis- 
lation. earlier issue have reported 
some detail the former and are pleased note 
that our tally sheets indicate more newsletter ref- 
erences program meetings than any other 
single aspect state association life. 

Here shall add only that such meetings seem 
get planned well advance (sometimes jointly 
several associations), that topic preferences are 
often solicited, and that occasionally 
mortem diagnoses appear. Not outdone 
APA journals, the newsletters are likely carry 
full texts presidential addresses well syn- 
opses symposia and minutes the business 
meeting. Additional APA-like features are increas- 
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ingly evident the and their meetings 
grow size. Included here are, not only such 
technical details the for and its 
300-word abstract, but also some familiar physical 
arrangements: the pressroom, message center, 
placement offices, and kindred provisions. 

Legislation, the other major contender for news- 
letter space, still runs close second. There the 
customary wrestling with pros and cons (and some- 
times with members), the drafting and redrafting 
proposed bills revisions existing ones, the 
appeal for funds, the mapping tactics and strat- 
egy. Occasionally the whole accompanied 
convenient case material, the description 
other associations with which APA 
does not wish confused. 

But, history having moved ahead many places, 
there increasingly appear now such post-legislative 
features reports precedent setting decisions 
attorney-general, analyses the certificands, 
and, especially descriptions pending legis- 
lation with respect which the state association 
and its members can make their influence felt. 


Life Outside. The latter observation readily 
documented. its most active expression takes 
the form call-to-arms which looks suspiciously 
like vestige certain earlier training and goes 
something like this: statement the problem 
(arising out bill bills the general legis- 
lative hopper), presentation the facts (from 
the phenomenological frame reference psy- 
chologists), (c) discussion the findings (of some 
knowledgeable members), rejection the null 
hypothesis (that intervention state association 
makes significant difference community life), 
(e) exhortation action. 

Sometimes Mohammed comes the mountain, 
and sometimes the mountain reciprocates. State 
associations have been sought out consultants 
officials government and community agencies. 
The questions are usually fairly immediate, often 
How about this business subliminal 
perception? What does the code ethics say 
about the setting Can psychologists help 
implement (or least advise on) certain features 
While 
they are about it, can they throw some light 
problems aging?

teering their opinions. State civil service standards 
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interest them, does also the federal govern- 
ment’s roster scientists short supply (to the 
point letters Congress wondering about the 
appropriations for programs which psychology 
has contribution make. And so, too, the 
views the Governor’s Committee Insanity, 
wrestles with the problems created Mc- 
Naughton rules and Durham decisions. 

Nor are local associations averse trying their 
hands statements policy relating current 
problems. Two such combine clarify their posi- 
tion with reference the not unthorny issues 
chemical agents, psychotherapy, and medical col- 
laboration. 

level once removed, the newsletters apprise 
their readers plums had for the picking. 
The availability government and private grants 
publicized, are scholarships awaiting applica- 
tion. The research programs government agen- 
cies are summarized and their 
cedures described. 

validate the legitimacy all this inter- 
est, fair number newsletters periodically bibli- 
ographize the research and publications members, 
going the more climactic listing (with only 
thinly disguised pride) the research grants 
awarded psychologists the state. 


Shades APA. Wethinks the newletters show 
distinct tendency get concerned with the same 
type issue about which APA tries worry 
constructively. Were one searching for Education 
and Training Board problems, for example, one 
Some newsletters dwell 
some length psychology’s new role—as, for 
instance, the present “therapeutic community” 
hospitaldom. Others canvass the state the 
teaching psychology the high school. 
others are already embarked collaborative pro- 
grams with fellow state associations something 
about training facilities their joint areas.

Nor 
are the newsletters averse giving free publicity 
APA projects, publications, meetings. Ap- 
parently feeling for the “one who didn’t get away,” 
some editors arrange for firsthand reports the 
highlights APA national and regional conventions. 


More Shades APA. daresay there are few 
organizational trappings APA which not find 
their counterpart state associations these days. 
the following newsletter features, would say 
wit:

Membership and Recruitment. Few aspects 
the APA membership procedure fail appear 
one newsletter another. There are the applica- 
tion blank and instructions for filling, the sponsors’ 
form, the scrutinizing process. There even pre- 
publication prospective members with least 
implicit enjoinder speak now forever hold 
one’s peace there any reason why any should 
not joined wedlock with the association. 
Where APA invites qualified members apply for 
Fellowship status, the state associations likewise, 
going one case the additional step in- 
cluding application blank for Life membership. 

Problems membership stop not even there, 
note. Necrologies appear, the contributions de- 
parted colleagues are memorialized biographical 
sketches, some cases memorial funds are estab- 
lished.
